lant doughboys, who were sent to 
defend Archangel, the ice-kissed 
seaport of Russia, in 1919. They 
were members of. 339th Infantry. 
301th Engineers. 337th Ambulance 
and 337 Field Hospital Units.

The Pilgrims from the time they 
arrived at Cape Cod, In the winter 
of 1620 until the following summer 
underwent the

gruelling 


hardships. Their .little band was 
swept by the grjm reaper, com- 
forts were few and far between 
and those who were alive were 
mostly ill. In fact, according to 
Governor Bradford's history of 
the Plymouth Settlement, 
there 


were times when out of the entire 
colony there were only six or sev- 
en sound persons. 


The Indians gave the Pilgrims 


no end of trouble and constituted 
an ever present menace to their 
health and happiness.

extreme hardship and it was with 
feeling of relief that they saw the
